MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 


SUBJECT: Allen Dulles Estate Records 


1, A meeting on the subj was held today. Both 


2. I outlined the categories in which the information is to 
be divided but defined the categories on a "sensitivity" basis rather 
than a strict security classification basis; 


Category 1 being non-sensitive material which 
could be returned to the estate, 


Category 2 material presenting a possible question 
as to sensitivity, and 


Category 3 classified and definitely sensitive 
material which should remain in the 
Agency, 


3. I further outlined the possibility of establishing a 
committee to make determinations on the middle category. The 
rationale for such a committee being that each Directorate, 
including possibly OSS archives representation, could make an 
on-the-spot input in order to arrive ata firm determination on 
each questionable item. uestioned the need for such 29X1A9a 
a committee, stating that he doubts anyone would question the Agency's 
keeping sensitive material on an indefinite basis. Further discussion 


raised some question a e validity of such a conclusion, Both

4. I advised the group that the establishment of a committee 


would be placed in abeyance until the original categorization has

6. The question of papers in the collection which deal with 
OSS activities was briefly discussed. raised the questior25X1A9a 
as to final disposition of such papers, suggested that we might con- 
sider forwarding them to the OSS archives as a unit. To do so would 
bring the OSS archives mechanism into play concerning any future 
requests for access to such documents,
